THE STERLING’S VIGIL. 


THE NAMOA ISLAND pirates who took the 
officers of the Buttersfield and Swire s.s. 
Hanyang by surprise on Wednesday last, 
‘experienced an even greater surprise yesterday 
when H.MLS. Sterling anchored off the island 
‘and landed a large force of Chinese troops. 
H.M.S. Sterling had been taking an active interest 
in the particular gang of pirates responsible for the 
Hanyang coup ever since a wireless méssage acquaint- 
. ed her with their place of refuge. Having made sure 
that the gang had taken no steps to reach the mainland 
with their booty, she went to Swatow, embarked 
Chinese troops for a punitive expedition, and descended 
upon the island yesterday. 


The pirates were taken completely by surprise.. 


Thirty men suspected of being members of the gang: 


‘involved in the Hanyang affair were taken into custody, 
while in the course of the operations, several houses on 
the island were destroyed by fire. ’ 


PART OF HANYANG CARGO RECOVERED. 


The expedition also-succeeded in recovering many 
of the cases of cargo stolen from the s.s. Hanyang, and 
presumably this part of the cargo is being taken aboard 
H.MSS. Sterling to be restored to its rightful owners. | 

This swift retributive action followed a consulta- 
tion between the British. Consul at? Swatow and the 
Chief Magistrate of the District. H.M.S, Sterling, 
which had apparently remained in the vicinity of Namoa 
Island to ensure the fear id of the pirates, and made 
a quick run to Swatow to pick up the Chinese troops im- 
‘mediately it was learned that the Chinese authorities 
were prepared to cooperate in the raid. 


| COMMANDER'S MESSAGE TO HONGKONG. 


_.Only brief details of the expedition as conveyed in a 
wireless message from the commander of H.M.S. Sterling to 
the local naval authorities, are available at the moment. 


The message states that H.M.S, Sterling embarked a party 
of Chinese troops at Swatow on Sunday and left for Namoa 
Island for the purpose of examining the coast in the vicinity 
for traces of the gang that pirated the Hanyang. 


The Chinese troops were landed and succeeded in recovering 
several cases identified as part of the Hanyang’s cargo, while 
thirty of the villagers, believed to. have been implicated in 
the raid were taken into custody. :

‘FIRE DISASTER. 


INQUIRY INTO FATAL 
BLAZE. 


A coroner's inquiry {nto the cir- 
cumatances of the recent fire at 42, 
Pottinger Street whore six lives 
were lost, was conducled by Mr, 
Schoficld at ‘the Central Police 


Court yesterday with the assiatance- 


of a jury composed of Messrs, J. 
H. Davy (foreman), L. S. Silva and 
Fung :'Un. ‘ 


The Coroner, at the outset, 
pointed out to the jury that Lhe ine 
quiry was being held to consider 
the circumslinces:: under which 
Chan Lin-fai, one of the victims, 
living at 42, Pottinger Street, met 
his death. The house was burnt 
and six lives lost: The points for 
the jury to consider were (1) How 
did the fire originate? (2) Did 
the Police and Fire Brigade do all 
that could have been done under 
the circumstances? (3) Docs any 
blame, direct or indirect, rest with 
anyone and (4) What were the 
r@asons for the loss of life? 


Dr. G. H,. Thomas, Medical OM- 
cer of the Government Civil Hos- 
pital, stated that of three persons 
who were admitted on the morning 
of Noyember 8, a small boy, Chan 
Lin-fni, died that same day fron 
extensive burns, death being due to 
shock following the burns. 


Sub Inspector D. W. Barnett, of 
the Central Police Station, was 
aroused by the blowing of police 
whistles and from his bedroom 
sw the outbreak, He rushed 
down and found people running out 
of 40, 42 and 44, Pottinger Street 
which is a short distance from his 
quarters, ‘The middle one of the 
three houses was alight, and wit 
hess went to the first floor to warn 
the -people but found that they tad 
already vavated the © premises. 
Shouting oul that the place was on 
fire and advising the inmates ta 
leave, witness then went to No. 40 
and later to No. 44 but: on each 
occasion found that’ the occupants 
had already left. 


Rescue Work. 


Witness went to the small roof 
at the rear of No. 44 and .saw 
Sergeant Williamson with, eight or 
nine Chinese on the main roof. 
They were taken down to the small 
roof and told to leave the place. 
Sergeant Williamson shouted that 
there was a boy somewhere, and 
then disappeared behind the flames. 


On gaining the main roof wit- 
ness found the flames had developed 
to such an extent that he had to 
leave. The fire brigade had ar- 
rived when witness went to the 
streets below and, finding that he 
could do nothing else, returned to 
his quarters. : 


In ‘reply to Mr. Davy, © witness 
suid that it took him about . two 
minutes to arrive on the scene from 
the time he had heard the Police 
whistles. Ife did not wait to dress 
but rushed out In his pyjamas. He 
thought that the fire brigade had 
arrived whilst he was in one of the 
houses. The firemen- must have 
been on the scence about two or 
three minutes after witness. 


Brigade Activitics. 


Mr. H. T. Brooks, Fire Brigade 
Superintendent, said that they 
received the call over a direct line 
from the Central Police Station at 
3.46 um, Within one minute the 
first appliance went out, followed at 
aqua) intervals by two others. 
These three appliances had a total 
personnel of 22 firemen, with Mr. 
Smith in charge.’ 


Looking from his quarters on the 
fifth floor of the Fire Station 
3uilding, witness saw that the fire 
was well alight, in the direction of 
Pottinger Street. He sent what 
was technically known ay the “dis- 
trict call,” which released five ad- 
ditional appliances from © the 
various stations on the island for 
tho work. Within four minutes of 
recejving the call, witness, and an- 
other officer, Mr. Fitzhenry, loft 
for the scene. 

On arrival he found that the 
building involved, was one of three 
‘storeys with a basement, and it 
was a mass of finmes. The flames 
were shooting across the narrow 
street and threateneing the adjoin

ing..houscs on. cithor side. Two 
Jota from hoscs connected-up with 
hydrants wero alternatively used 
to check tho fire, while other hosea 
were being laid down to hydranta 
and moter pumps. ‘At the height 
of tho attack, six jets wore brought 
into play—two from. the strect, 
two from the houses acroas the way 
and one each from the roofs of the 
adjoining houses, . 


Casualties Reported. 


The ground floor and the stalr- 
ease lending to the first floor had 
alrendy' collapsed on his arrival and 
the space between the basement 
und the first floor was like a 
furnace. About eight: minutes 
later, \thé firat floor collapsed 
ontirely, as well as the renr, portion 
of the sccond floor, the latter pro- 
bably caused by the collapse of a 
portion of the roof there. 


The fire was sufliclontly — ex- 
tinguished by 4.43 a.m. to permit of 
the “stop” signal being sent back to 
the various Stations.. At this stage 
the Brigade were informed that 
three persons had been burnt and, 
sent ta Hospital. No information 
was received from the Police of any 
persons killed or missing until 8.30 
in the morning. At this time, Mr. 
Fitzhenry had returned to the 
scene witha party of firemen, re- 
Neving others who had been left 
‘behind to extinguish amouldering 
debris, 


Looking down through an open- 
ings in the roof over the kitchen, 
measuring only 0 ft. by 4 they could 
we ma number of bodies huddled to- 
wether. In between the kitchen 
aud the main portion of the floor 
waa an air-shaft, bridged by a 
short passage, but looking for doors 
or shutters he could find none to 
the openings provided which could 
five been used to shut out the fire, 
at any rate sufficiently lome to 
rable the inmates to get out of the 
kitchen throusch the trap door and 
on to, the roof. The condition of 
ihe building at the time witness 
inspected it was such as to make a 
total collayise imminent, and no 
other way could be found to reach 
the bodies than by lowering a rope. 


The bodies of six persons taken out, f 


four of adults and two of children.

The 
bottom had fallen into the base- 
ment.

When the Foreman suggested 
“remedies for the future’, witness 
said concrete staircases should be 
built. It so happened that these 
old-type houses went hand-in-hand 
with narrow streets and were 
at ‘the same time also densely 
inhabited. In the present inatance, 
49 persons were living in the same 
building—13 on the ground floor 
und the remainder on the upper,

BEER. 


LICENSED TRADE 
PROTEST. 


“VILIFYING AN HONEST 


BEVERAGE.” 


Reference to “vicious propagan- 
da’ was made at the half-yearly 
meeting of the General Council of 
the Licensed Victuallers Defence 
league of Englanwt and Walea, 
which was held at Bristol. 


- The Manchester Association put 
forward a resolution declaring that 
“The licensed trade is neglecting 
the insidious aetivities of the tecto- 
tal element and urges immediate 
steps to be taken to counteract the 
vicious propaganda which is villi- 
fying .a legitimate trade-and an 
honest beverage.” 


The matter was left in the hands 
of the Exccutive. 


Mr. J. Squire for the Plymouth 
Association, moved a resolution, 
which was carried, - objecting 
strongly to the practice of brewers 
and other wholesalers in financing 
cltrbs and supplying: them at- pre 
ferential rates, thus enabling the 
clubs to supply their members at 
prices below those of the retailers 


(to the detriment of the latter. 


Mr: Squire, who said he knew of 
Many cases in Plymouth where 
wholesalers admitted helping clubs 
in cash or furniture or other ways, 
described it as “a crying shame,” 
anda menace to the trade, (for 
hear.) ‘The brewers in question 
promised that it would not occur 
again. 


Mr. Snowden’s Last Kick. 


Mr. John Morgan, of Manchester, 
the President, made an attack on 
the beer tax. It was, he said, the 


}most acute crisis that had alTect- 


ed the trade. “Il em saying con- 
fidently,” he added, ‘that there was 
something besides the revenue of 
the country behind the Chancel- 
lor’s: mind when | he proposed this 
devilish invrease.’ 


Tt was all very well to ask for 
sacrifices. In these troublougs times, 
they were all ready to do their 
bit, but when the-consuming public 
were laiden with an intolerable 
burden while others went rcot free, 
it was time to protest. The nar- 
row-minded and vicious persecu- 
lion of beer by way of taxation 
would never bring in the revenue 
so desperately needed.

DR. V. WELLINGTON KOO — 
APPOINTED. . 


Nanking, Nov. 23. 
Dr. V. Wellington Koo has been 
\ppolnted Foreign Minister. Rew 
ocr. 


Paris, Nov. 23. 
Dr. Wellington Koo's appoint. 
ment has produced -a very favour- 
able impresaion, not only in League 
circles, where he fs wel] known, but 
also in diplomatic circles, where it 
Is felt he may tend to exercise a 
conciliatory cffect on the present 

Sino-Japanese relations,—Renuter, 


Dr. Wellington Keo is a graduate 
of the Columbin University, New 
York, where he took hia degrea of 
Ph. D. En May 1912 he became 
secretary to the Chinese. Cabinct 
but in July took the post of secret- 
ary to the Ministry of. Foreign 
Affairs. In 1914 he attained the 
rank of counsellor and in 1915 was 
appointed Minister to the U. S. 


He was head of the. Chinese 
delegation to the Peace Conference, 
In 1920 he was transferred from 
Washington to London where he 
was very popular. While in Eng- 
land he was sent to the League of 
Nations as China's firat delegate, 
ulso representing his country at 
the Washington Conference. His 
beautiful and charming wife. who 
was a familiar figure in London 
society, is a daughter of a wealthy 
Chinese family scttled In Java, 
where her father was a sugar 
merchant. 


Politics in Peking. 


Dr. Koo, who it a man of ex- 
zeptional ability imbued with 
Western ideas, went back to China 
on leave in May, 1922, and did not 
return. Instend he began to take 
part in politics at Peking where he 
wns appointed chairman of the 
commission for the study’ of the 
national finances and in Sept. 1922, 
ne became Foreign Minister, but 
resigned in- December. He re- 
sumed the post for a time in April 
1923, and held it again from 
January to September 1924. In 
1925 he had to fice from Pexing, 
but in 1926 he was nppointed 
Minister of Finance. 


Proscribed by Nanking. 


During the year there were con- 
itant changes in the “shadow 
Cabinets” at Peking and in Octo- 
ber Dr. Koo gave up the portfollo 
of Finance to‘become acting Pre- 
mier and Foreign Minister. One 


of his first steps was to abrogate: 


the treaty with. Belgium as the in- 
zeption of a policy of treaty revis- 
ion, In November he was reported 
to have asked Chang Tso-lin to 
1ccept the Presidency and to have 
‘xpressed his desire to resizn on 
‘he ground of exhaustion. At-the 
‘nd of that month the ‘whole 
Sara resigned owing to “lack of 
unds.”” 


Dr. Koo was proscribed by the 
National Government in August of 
1928, but the proscription was 
removed in 1930. 

He is the author of books on 
“The Status of Aliens in China” 
ind “China and the U. S.” 


=— 


Therefore, I have ample reason for 


‘saying that this imposition was 
the Inst kick of a man whose 
career hos been marked by vindic- 
tive and caustic action. 

“We expect a square deal from 
the Government,” added Mr. Mor- 
gan, “and we intend to get a 
square deal.” 

The Isle. of Thanet Association 
drow attention to beverages called 
“beer” which had less than 2 per 
cent. aleoholic content. They sug- 
gested that the Brewers’ Society 
should -be asked to take steps to

KOWLOON'S OVERSIZE 
PILLAR-BOX. 


Since our last reference to the 
hopeless inadequacy of the factli- 


ties provided hy the Kowloon Poat]. 


Office, we have discovered that it 
in not strictly true to sny‘that the 
Salisbury Road establishment, if 
we may be allowed the term, is 
merely Inlended. to embrace the 
sale of postaye stamps. It seems 
to be an exaggeration to put it 
that way, The truth apparently 
is that atamps are sold there when 
the offlee has the particular 
denomination ‘enquired for in 
stock! We are not joking; nor 
waa the discovery the result of 
aun attempt — to find further 
occasion for pursuing our. cam- 
paign for the improvement so 
obviously desirable. A member of 
ypthe Telegraph's editorial staff, 
desirous of catching the Home 
mail with-a number of Christmas 
ecards in open envelopes, . visited 
the Kowloon Post Office and asked 
for a number of four-cent stamps, 
The clerk regretted that he was 
unable to supply them! ‘Sorry, 
we are sold out!" After the first 
shock, the difficulty was, of 
course, easily overcome. A com- 
promise, the supply of two two- 
cent stamps for each four-cent 
atamp required, enabled the post 
to be caught. “That, however, does 
not alter the essential disgraceful- 
ness of the arrangements made for 
supplying Kowloon's postal needs. 
The incident, in itself, is petty. 
The same description, might, in 
some circumatances, be applied to 
the complaint published’ a fort- 
night ago. But the steady 
accumulation of such instances of 
Incficiency constitute, a strong 
indictment of the Government, in 
tho first place, for failure to 
augment the overworked staff, in 
the second, for failure to provide 
prentises sufficiently large to 
enable the incoming maila to bo 
rapidly handled, and thirdly, for 
devoting Post Office profits to tha 
genoral revenue of the Colony and 
pleading poverty when represon- 
tations are made. The Colony's 
straitoned circumstances might 
offer an excellent excuse for pit- 
ting off postal dovolopment in 
Kowloon wore the Government {fo 
a position to demonstrate that the 
prosont systom works reasonably 
well,:

The Kow- 
loon Residents’ Association has 
been content to make .reasonnable 
suggestions for immediate im- 
provement, which appears to be 
the wrong method of approach. 
It seeme to us that to porsunde 
the Government to necessury 
ateps, argreat deal moro, over and 
above, has to be demanded. When

There can be no denial 
that the drivers of these cars are 
allowed too much license in their 
tooting and tooting for fares, One 
correspondent yesterday reforred to 
the noise crented in Pedder Street. 
We think specinlly of Chater Road 
where at times the night is almost 
pandemonium; and where, quite 
apart from the shricking of motor 
horns, the' thoroughfare is made 


positively dangerous for pedes-| 


traing leaving the Star Ferry, be- 
cause the drivers are circling 
ccasclessly round and round Chater 
Rond, Ice House Street, The Praya 
and Des Vocux Road. ‘That this 
disturbance of the peace should be 
allowed when such special care is 
taken to seo that all public places 
of amusement are closed down on 
the, stroke of midnight 1s incom- 
prehenaible. Furthermore, it fa a 
reflection on the heads of the 
Police Department, who cannot 
plead ignorance of the state of 
affairs. No one desires to deny 
public car ownors tho right of ply- 
ing for hire during any part of 
the day or night, but they must be 
prevented from making tholr busi- 
ness o serlous annoyanco to: re- 
sidents.

AN OLD-TIME LEGEND

SURPRISE. - 


CORONER AND DEFECT 
IN MACHINE. 


WITNESS CAUTIONED. 


“A defect in the machine which 
ought not to have been present,” 
was referred to by the Coroner 
(Mr. Ingleby Oddie) at an Inquest 
at Paddington on Miss Incz Alston, 
aged 24, daughter of Dr, William 
Lewis Alston, of Weymouth-street, 
Marylebone, who was fatally in- 
jured in an soroplane crash at 
Croydon'on October 3. 

He onid that he thought it 
would be seen from the evidence 
that the crash was in no way duo 
to Lieutenant Pugh, the pilot, who 
behaved with the grentest resource 
in the face of danger of instant 
death. 

“The chief point,” he gnid, “ia 
that the cable from the ‘Joy stick’ 
came adrift, and it ought not to 
have done ao had it been properly 
assembled. 1f we can find out 
who was neglectful in that duty. 
he should be sent for trial for 
manealaughter.”

AFRICA. 


SKELETON THAT. WAS 
FOUND IN 1913. 


A discovery which, according to 
Sir Arthur Keith, raises the whole 
question of the dating of early man 
in Africa, has been reported from 
Nairobi by the East 
Archacologlenl Expedition. 


A skeleton which, on its dis- 
covery in Tanganyika by Mr. Hans 
Reck in 1913, was described by Sir 
Arthur Keith as probably modern, 
hus thus been elevated to a unique 
position in the history of a conti- 
nent. ‘ 


The archneologists of the  ex- 
pedition have been able to assign 
tha skeleton to n geological layer of 
very much earlier date than was at 
first cluimed. Stone hand axes 
also have been found in an overly-

ing and therefore later layer, which. 
is approximately. df the. same type |. 


as those found in the 100-foot 
terrace of the Thames Valley. 


It is this connexion between 
Tanganyika and the earliest of the 
famous Thames terraces—which 
contain the finest available series 
of dating material for the history 
of early man in Europe—that gives 
significance to Mr. Reck’s once des- 
pisad discovery of Oldaway man,

‘Sir Arthur Keith stated to a repre- 
xentative of the Morning Pout 
yesterday. 


“The skeleton must be ranked is 
the earliest datable human remains 
in Enst Africa. It raises. the 
whole question of the dating of 
eurly man in Africn, It must be 
roughly contemporary with the 
earliest known European man. 


“Previously archaeologists. worl- 
ing In Enst Africa have had to rely 
solely on the evidence of animal 
remains and of geology. Thia dis- 
covery will put thelr work on-an 
entirely new busis.”

CATHEDRAL AS 
WAREHOUSE. 


‘LATEST OUTRAGE IN 
RUSSIA. 


PAPER AMID TOMBS 
OF TSARS. 


: Riga (Latvia), Oct, 22, » 
,, Phe Cathedral of St! Peter and 
St. Paul at Leningrad, containing 
the tombs of all the Russian Tears 
from Peter the Great onwards with 
two exceptions, is to become a 
storchouse for a Soviet State print- 
ing works, 

The Cathedral was built at the 
orders of Peter the Great between 
1713 and 1721 in the fortress of the 
same name which had been  con- 
structed a few years earlier, It jig 
a domed building originally of the 
Dutch style, but largely — revon- 
structed after a fire in 1750, 

All the tombs -dre of white 
marble with gilded bronze engles 
on the corners and a cross in tho 
centre, except for that of Alex- 
andér I1., which is of green jasper. 

The two Tsars whose tombs are 
missing are Peter IL, the murdered 
husband of Catherine the Great, 
and Nicholas I1., whose body, was 
dismembered and destroyed after 
he had been slaughtered in Ekater- 
inburg in 1919 with all his family. 

Although the tomb of Alexander 
I. is there, it is doubtful whether it 
ever contained his body, since when 
‘the sarcophagus was opened after 
the revolution it was found to be 
empty, thus supporting the popular 
tradition. that he did not cdia ip 
1826, but became a hermit. 

It is not known ag yet whether 
the tombs are to be removed or 
whether tourists will still be able 
lo see them amidst reama of Paper 
and stores of books. The latter fa 
more likely, since the tourist in- 
dustry in the Soviet Union fs, of 
course, 4 State business like every- 
thing else.

INCREASING, 


— 


DIFFICULTIES OF 
POLICE. 


Thore Is increasing public alarm 
at tho Jong Not of murderera and 
violent criminals wno are at large 
in England, ' 

Since the boginning of 1930, 
sixteen murders hdve romained 
unsolved, and the number of cases 
OL Hesauit in which peopie have becn 
seriously Injured and in which the 
nasailant has not been discovered, 
ts appailingly high. 

The fact tnat tor the past month 
or so puglic attention his been 
largely focussed on political hap- 
penings has thrown the problem 
of crime ‘temporarily into the 
shade, but public uneasiness is. 
nevertheless, increasing, and when 
the gencral proportions afler the 
General Election, the authorities 
may find that faith in the tradi- 
tional security of British ilfe and 
Property is in'danger of being 
undermined. 

At present Scotland Yard detec- 
tives are Investigating three 
crimes which have occurred with- 
In the past month—the shooting 
of George Welham, tho Manager’ 
of the Coverdale Kennels near 
Blandford; the murder of a young 
woman in a Soho shop, and the 
shooting of a bank clerk at Brom- 
ley. So far they have not traced 
the assailants, 

Moor Tragedy. 

Ten months ago Miss Evelyn 
Foster was found dead in a car 
on a Northumberland moor, and 
Miss Louisa Stec] was strangled 
on Blackheath. Both of theac 
cases, prominent in the growing 
Mat of this year’s murder my- 
steries, remain unsalved. 

There is little doubt that the 
growth of motoring, tho ubiquity 
of motor conches and the general 
ease of transport, compared with 
even ten years ago;are factore 
which contribute to the difficulty 
of tracking down ‘criminals, 

The police, it {8 true, avail them- 
selves of every new development 
of acience likely to be of use to 
them. Tho fastest cnrs and the 
most useful’ wireless equipment 
are used, but it must be remem. 
heicd that the criminal frequeatly 
has a start of a day or longer. 

The formidable list of unaztvcd 
muidteis, howeve., should act on 
& apur to the authorities to ensure 
that the country’s crime-detectiun 
force is organised to cope with tha 
present wave of violence,

Dr, KE. W. Ginner, of Cannes, 
atated in his affidavit that he look- 
ed upon Mr, Drinan’as an eecen- 
trie old gentleman very peculiar 
about money matters. There were 
tales about the town that he was 
nrich old misur. He was suspici- 
ous of everyone and had a delu- 
sion that people were trying to 
poison him, 

Mr. Justice MeCardie: I see 
that he complained that he had 
lost his recipe for the Elixir of 
Life, and said it was a liquid 
which made him everlastingly 
young. 

Mr. Joseph Wilson, manager of 
Barclays, Bank, Cannes, stuted in 
an affidavit that when Mr. Drinan 
enlled at the office he looked old 
and unkempt. Occasfonally he 
wore a hat without a top to it. 

Mr. Gerald F. Gurrin, a hand- 
writing expert. said he had com- 
pared Mr, Drinan’s signature with 
those on the documents alleged to 
he forgeries, and formed the opin- 
jon that the signatures had been 
forged by some form of tracing.

ABERDEEN 


“COMPLETION OF MASSIVE. 
REGIONAL SEMINARY. 


—— 


OF CHINESE DESIGN. 


Tho completion of the Jesuit 
Fathers’ Regional Seminary on an 
faland off Aberdeen has, added an- 
éther picturesque inndmark to the 
very popular round-the-island motor 
trip, Standing out prominently on 
the high faland, It can be seen at 
various times as tho rond winds 
round the coast, whilst from Abor- 
deen its picturesque — oriental 
architecture and massive walls 
form one of the most imposing 
buildings in the colony. ¢ 

The seminary has not yet been 
completed, for two wings.will be 
added at a later date, but the pre- 
sent building +a sufficient for the 


| present demands, and {it will soon 


be opened as a training school for 


‘Lstudents for the priesthood from 


South China. 

The seminary was designed by 
Dom. Adalbert Gresnigt, O.S.B., 
who came to China for the especial 


purpose of studying Chinese archi- 


tcture, Architects were Mesars, 
Tittle, Adama and Wood, while the 
work, supervised by Father Grampa 
was carried out by Mesara. Lam

Angle Castles. 

The features of Dom. Gresnigt’s 
design) that make the seminary 
unique are ita two mighty angle 
lowers with their typical Chinese 
upward sweeping roofs and points, 
and simple yet impressive colour 
scheme, ‘The two towers rise four 
storeys high above the connecting 
central link whieh has only one 
upper floor, adding much to the ap- 
péarance. The solid castles, which 
are to be the corners of the fu- 
ture quadrangle are solid and maa- 
sive granite below and dark green 
brick with bands of cloud-like orna- 
ment in creamy brown above, with 
a touch of red in the detail, topped 
by a white concrete roof over the 
central link. 

Three big semi-circular windows 
on the ground floor of the enstles 
relieve the granite solidity, while 
on the south side of the central 
portion runs a wide balcony. 

tn the interior are wide passages 
and apacious halls and stadies with 
biyp windowa to entch the air and 
Visght. 

Everything is in readiness for 
the first group of students who are 
to enter the seminary. The batch 
numbers only 20, drawn from 
Hongkong, Canton and Amoy, but 
in two or three years it is estimated 
that there will be 100. ‘The build- 
ing ix designed for the secommo- 
dation of 200. 

Outline of Studies. 

+The Bishops of Hongkong, Can- 
ton, Swatow: Pakhoi, Macao, Kong- 
moon, Kaiyingchow, Hoihow, Shiu- 
chow, foochow, Kulangsu, Founing, 
Shaowufu and = Wuping - have 
arranged to send students to the 
seminary. Most of the students to 
enter will have already studied in 
smaller seminaries in their own 
diatricta the usual elementary and 
secondary’ school ¢urricula: A 
wicte Knowledge of Latin is essen- 
tial for students, who muat be able 
to follow lectures delivered in that 
tongue. 

The course of studies in the 
seminary include philosophy,. a 
{hree years’ course that embraces 
oxic, ontology, cosmology,  pay- 
chology, ethics and theodicy. The 
selende course includes physics, 
chemistry and biology while  Chi- 
nese, English and French will be 
the - languages. The ° theology 
course will take four years, and 
students mist qualify in’ this and 
the philosophy course and attain 
some proficiency in at least one 
subject of both the selence and 
language courses,

“TSANG FOO VILLA 
MURDER. — 


SIR JOSEPH KEMP'S 
SUMMING UP. * 


When summtng-up in sho ‘Tsang 
Foo Villa murder trial yester- 
day the Chief Justice told 
the jury. that in such a ene 
they must be strictly on their 
guard oagainst prejudlee of 
any kind, The evidence must be 
considered dispassionntely | and 
any fecling must be banished from 
their deliberations, They must 
niso not give a single thought to 
any possible ‘future criticism of 
thelr finding, ‘aa only those. who 
stoned to a case throughout its 
length, and .Hstened carefully, 
were in'a position to give a ‘nroper 
verdict, 

Aftor dealing with the law on 
lthe subject, his Lordship went on 
to any there would probably be a 
let of curfosity among the crowd 
to see what jad happened after, 
possibly, the murderers had Ieft, 
their lust being sated. It had 
been suggested that as the aword 
could not be found and had. ap- 
parently been taken away, and no 
choppera were found, the mur- 
derers had gone. 

His Lordship described the 
fourth prisoner’s case, concerning 
the fall from the roof, a8 an extra- 
ordinary coincidence and vory sts- 
picfous, and anid his statement 
seemed to be,’ more or less, an 


admission of being there, but, 
even if the story were trie, his 
Lordahip said he did not think it 
helped him at all. 


Reputation Evidence. 


lic continued that the evidenco 
of the defence was, with this 
exception, merely evidence of 
reputation which did not carry 
them very much further in such a 
ease. Evidence of good reputa- 
tion might be very useful in a 
charge of ‘fraud, or thet, or for- 
gery, but it was not of much help 
where the crime was committed by 
a frenzied mob, where the feelings 
and [nstincts of individual mem- 
bers were roused to far grenter 
wickedness and cruelty in tho lust 
for blood and destruction than 
they, as individuals, were capable. 
It was well-known a mob would 
do things that individual members 
would never think of doing. 

After dealing with discrepancies 
in the Police evidence, his Lord- 
ship said he thought the jury 
would have no difficulty in finding 
a verdict of not sruilty against the 
fifth prisoner. 


Not Arrested on Roof, 


His Lordship continued. it 
seemed to him almost impossible 
to come te the conclusion that Nos, 
two, three and four were arrested 
on tho roof, in view of the dis- 
crepancies‘in the Police evidende. 
It seemed to him there was a 
reasonable doubt-on that point and 
he found. it hard to see how any- 
one could find they were arrested 
on the roof, “It scems to me the 
whole case as regards two, three 
and four collapses, because if 
you don’t know they were arrested 
on the roof you don't know where 
they were arrested.” 

With regard to first prisoner, 
his Lordship said if it were likely 
Ahere were sightsecrs crowding in 


to see, what had happened, could 
they infer from the fact that first 
prisoner was found on the roof, 
as he undoubtedly was, perhaps 
half an hour after the murdorers 
had gone, that he was in the fore- 
front of the hostile crowd? ‘If 
they could not be sure beyond 
reasonable doubt then they must 
acquit him. If, on the other hand, 
they were sure, beyond reasonable 
doubt, that he must have been in 
the forefront and must have had 
a share in the common design 
then, of course, they would find

NARROW ESCAPE OF 
MISSIONARY. 


— 


REV. OLDFIELD TELLS OF | 
BANDIT RAID. 


HOUSEBOAT LOOTED. 


In the following article the Rev, 
W. H. Oldfield, Chairman of the 
Chriatinon and Mlasionary Alliance, 
tells of his experiences at the 
hands of bandits on his recent trip 
through the northern sections of 
the province of Kwangsi. 

Mr. Oldfield ariya: 1 had spent 
six weeks touring the northern 
section of the province visiting the 
mandarin stations; had travelled 
by launch, buds, chair, native craft 
and on foot for nearly two thou- 
sand miles through’ districts that 
for South China, were ‘compara- 
tively quiet... The Inst meeting 
had been held and I was now on 
my way back to Wuchow. The 
nitive boat on which. ft wna 
travelling waa a very small one, 
Just an ordinary punt with anj 
improvised covering of bamboo 
mutting to keep out the sun by 
day and the dew by night. I wos 
the only’ passenger and two bont- 
men and mvaelf made up the party, 

We were journeying tewh: the 
beautiful Cassta river, a river of 
note, “Where every prospect 
pleases and only ian is vile.” 
This is the river where, a few 
years ayo, Messrs, Jaffray, Miller, 
Ray and Carne were travelling 
when kidnapped and -where, 
among whose adjacent mountaing, 
Mr, Carne was held prisoner for 
forty two daya until his release 
wns secured by a fellaw mis. 
sionnry, This also is the river 
where later Miss Tobin of the 
Church Missionary Soviety was 
robbed and kidnapped. ‘The 
Journey therefore was not without 
its unpleasantness in the experi. 
ence of the writer, and naturally 
afforded thrills aa we anticipated 
the trip. i 

A Danger Zone, 


The first day of the journey 
paased without incident. and 
bright and early the following 
morning the journey was resumed, 
We were now entering a lonely 
atretch of the river where the 
atream owas much less than a 
stone'a throw wide, and hemmed 
in by bare mountains running up 
almost -abruptly from the river 
bank. On one side a narrow foot- 
path skirted the river ranging from 
fifty to one hundred feet above 
the wnter's edge. In places this 
path was partly hidden by Krnss 
and reeds while at other sections 
it wos perfectly exposed to view. 
Here and there upon the hillsides 
long since 
deserted. These ahacks were now 
delapitated and bare, but afforded 
splendid hiding places for robbers 
who roamed umong the hills. 


A Timely Warning. 


IL was nearly noon when we met 
au large ‘company of soldiers walk- 
ing upstream and as we passed 
them the lust man, evidently a’ 
pelty officer, ened to us to be 
careful and keep to the enst side 
of the river when passing Yoh. 
Mah gorge one half mile farther 
down atream ons robbers had 
recently been operating near that 
point, and had both robbed and 
kidnapped people a few daya 
previously, = The river was very 
narrow and exceedinely shallow in 
places amt we necessarily had to 
keep pretty well to the centre of 
the stream. We kept our eyes 
open, however, and presently, a 
short distance ahend, we saw men 
on the river bank, though in the 


‘| workmen. 


distance wo.could- not tell whether 
they were robbors or ordinary 
Howover wo took pru- 
cautionn and steered our boat a 
little nonrer to the farther bank, 
We were now within casy calling 
distanct of the men, and thoy 
besan to walk out on the rocky 
bank towards the water's edgo and 
presently they. called to-ua to pull 
ashore, and when we did not 
respond they opened fire. 


A Run for Life. 


The boatmen acted couragcous- 
ly. They ignored the shots and 
the danger, and quickly rowed 
toward the farther bank, As soon 
as the beat renched the shore 
they sprank out and:telling me to 
come quickly they ‘started to run 
back in the direction from which 
we had come. I followed them 
and the crack of robber guns mado 
me ignore the rules of running to 
“Take it easy on the start.” My 
former experiences of being 
robbed and kidnapped had taught 
me that much is gained by a goud 
start at the very beginning. 
Three smal) fishing craft were in 
the vicinity, but when they heard 
the firing and saw the race begin 
they sought a cooler climate and 
got out of the way nas fast as 
possible, Iowas in my = stocking: 
fect and running on the rough and 
tuneven pathway was very painful, 
but while J started third int the 
race I soon took second place. 


A Race With a Robber. 


Two robbers were following us 
running, atongyy the bank on. the 
opposite nide,of the river. Soon 
one of these stopped running, but 
the head robber kept his pace with 
bulldog tenacily cursing as he ran, 
The stream was so shallow that 
in many places the water was but 
knee deep, and could be casily 
forded and if the robber reached 
sneoof thease shallow places: and 
rot neross nhead of us aur fate 
would be sealed. It would be too 
laring to try and fight with an 
armed man, It was therefore as 
much as our freedom was worth 
to slacken our speed or let the 
robber get ahead. I was: ranning 
at a decided disadvantage. The 
path on my side of the river ran 
in and out and up.and down while 
the side on which the robber was 
racing was comparatively level. I 
was doing my best, but the panga 
of thirst were becoming acute and 
my tongue was cleaving to the roof 
of my mouth, but I quickly lapped 
up some water from n trickling 
stream that ran across the path 
and continued the race, but at a, 
slawer pace. py 
Armed Robber Holds the Batheey 

The robber was now slowly 
qaining ground and presently he 
made a spurt, reached a_ point 
where tho river was exceptionally 
narrow and: rocks. jutted out Into 
the stream. Here he ran out to 
the edgo of the witer, levelled his 
gun on a boulder for a steady aim, 
and with a savage threat defied 
me to pass, I saw it could not 
be done and did not think it wise 
to expose myself for target prac- 
tice and on hands and knees 1 
crawled, ‘panting in among oa 
clump of reeds where I could not 
he clearly seen and yet where I 
could both see the racing robber 
and the other robbers, further 
down the stream. 


Painful Waiting. 


My gaze turned = alternately 
from one to'the other, If ‘the 
robbers .below crossed the. river 
and started up stream while their 
man guarded the path desperate 
‘risks Would have to be tnken or 
I would be kidnapped. The boat- 
man in the:rear had dropped out 
of the race, and was hiding some- 
where in the long grass, but for- 
tunately the first bontman had 


alrendy passed this point and was 
running ahead to give the alarm. 

I was careful not to make the 
grass move, and he could not sco 
just whore I-was and to firo into 
tho rushes at random would both 
waste his ammunition, and also 
sound an alarm and possibly bring 
people to the rescue. The robber 
therefore walted anxiously for me 
to appear and I waited even more 
anxiously for him to dlenppear. 
After guarding the point for ten 
or fifteen minutes he slowly with- 
drew and returned to his com- 
paniona, 


Looting the Luggnge. 


The robbers, hitherto scattercd 
somewhat, now gathered together 
on. the shore opposite our: little 
boat and presently one of. them 
waded into the stream and swam 
across.. The rubber took our boat 
back to whore the others were. 
My boxes, suitcase, cte., were 
eatricd on shorc' to insure o 
quicker search for things the 
robbers wanted, and then all 
joined together in ransacking the 
contents while I looked on with 
feclingta of regret, 

Meanwhile the first boatman 
met a company of soldiers that 
had recently escorted boats up the 
river and were now returning. 
When these learned what was 
taking place they quickened their 
footsteps and 18 soon ag they came 
within shooting distance they 
began to fire at random, My! it 
sounded good! It was the bbst 
music Io had heard for years, 
soothing to the nerves and com- 
forting to hoth heart and brain! 
This unexpected and timely arrival 
of help hastened the robbers in 
their work and quiekly picking up 
the things they wanted they 
started on the run up the gorge 
ant back among the hills while 
the soldiers fired another volley 
after them to give them n good 
start just aa the robbers had done 
to ua when the first race began. 
Picking Up What Robbers Left. 
The soldiers then. lined up on 
this side of the river while the 
bontmen and I went across to our 
craft. What a sight!  Every- 
thing had been ransacked. 
the boat and out on the shore were 
thrown in wild confusion the 
things which the robbers did not 
want. Both the: bonatmen and [T 
lost considerably nnd among my 
losses was a nice down comforter 
which T had used for years and 
which had done its. best to keep 
me warm during many a cold night 
as T have travelled throughout the 
province. I felt as if I had lost 
a warm friend. My good com- 
forter had gone-—-gone tv keep 
warm a éruel robber. To-night 
his cold nose instead of mine 
sticks out from ita fleecy folds 
while I shiver in the darkness. 
Four nights of travel on an open 
boat in the middle of November 
was not pleasant to contemplate, 
but the robbers had left me most 
of my clothing and these were put 
on Inyer after Inyer until the 
supply was exhausted and 
although T.slept cold still it was 
much better than to be a captive 
among the hills with all the hard- 
ships and suffering which kid- 

napping entails.
